F0UXD GUILTY OF WIFE MURDER 


Washington Iron Hines to be De­ 
veloped — Accident to a 
Fresno Citizen.

NOTES FROM TH E BAY, 
D row ned in Golden G ate P ark —G uilty of 
W ife M urder. 
S an b ran cisco . May 28th.—Some time since 
JacobiCahen sued the southern Pacific to recoTer 
J20.000, alleging that while on a business trip 
he purchased a stop-over ticket to Ogden and 
went as far as Reno, when the conducto!* re­ 
fused to accept it and made him pay his fare, 
which left him without funds. The compauy 
filed an answer setting forth that the ticketwas 
spurious aud not detached till Reno was 
reached, and that the suit is brought for the 
purpose of blackmail, and the company wants 
820,500 for lntury to its business by the suit 
brought by Cahen. 
Antone Mendoza, who killed his wife, was 
found guilty to day of manslaughter, under 
mitigating circumstances, and the Jury recom­ 
mended him to the mercy of the Court. 
The Golden Gate Park Commissioners met to­ 
day and decided to ask for 8500,000 for the 
maintenance of the Park during the next fiscal 
year. 
Thomas EgaD, a printer, employed on the 
Journal of Commerce, went to swim in a reser­ 
voir tn Golden Gate Park, when he was seized 
with cramps and was drowned. 


OPIUM 8EIZURE. 
Two Thousand D ollar.’ YVortli and a 
Sm uggler C aptured. 
Portland (Or.), May 28th.—Customs authori­ 
ties last night made a seizure of 310 live-tael 
cans of opium, valued at about 82,000, nt a Chi­ 
nese washhouse on Second street, between Sixth 
and D. The authorities have suspected for 
some time that an organized hand of smugglers 
with headquarters presumably on Puget sound' 
has been bringing opium into this city. 
’ 
Last night they located the opium in question 
and succeeded in arresting John Mavs, a brake- 
mau on the Northern Pacific, as one of the prin­ 
cipals. From the few facts learned it seems 
that the opium had been consigned to Lee 
Hing, a Chinese merchant, and upon its arrival 
he, in company with Mays and a conductor, 
went down te receive it. 
When they arrived at the wash-house Hing 
found that it had been located by the Customs 
officers, and refused to pay for it. The brake- 
man and the conductor at the point of a pistol 
forced him to write a note to his partners, tell­ 
ing them ;to send the money or the railroad 
men would kill him. The note was given to 
Mays to deliver, but he fell Into the hands of the 
officers, who caused his arrest. 
Before the other principals could be secured 
they had forced Lee Hing into a hack and 
made their escape, taking the Chinaman along 
with them. They have not yet been appre­ 
hended. Mays had an examination this after­ 
noon. 
POOR VICTORIA. 
T he C oroner’s Jury R eturns a V erdict oí 
Suicide. 
8 an F rancisco, May 2Sth.—Coroner Eaton held 
an inquest to-day in the case of Victoria Valen­ 
cia Ureas, who committed suicide Monday af­ 
ternoon through fear of being returned to her 
step-father, Veto Marisco, whom she claimed 
cruelly abused her before she was scut to the 
Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society. Marisco was 
present and denied ever having ill-treated the 
child. He said that he had whipped her, hut 
never brutally. He took her through Europe 
with him some years ago and had tried to get 
her to go to school, but she always refused to do 
so. Regarding his call at the Kelly house last 
Saturday, he said that he is married again aud 
that his wife has a young baby. He wanted to 
f 
:et Victoria to return to him and assist his wife 
nearing for the babe. The other testimony 
brought out was in substance the same as has 
previously been published. The case was theu 
submitted to the jury, and after a short deliber­ 
ation they returned a verdict of suicide. The 
unfortunate girl was buried this afternoon from 
the Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society. Marisco con­ 
tributed toward defraying the luneral expenses. 


LARGE CORPORATION. 
Preparing to D evelop and W ork the 
N orthern Iron M ines. 
Seattle (Wash.), May 28th —Negotiations 
were completed to-day whereby it was proposed 
to establish an immense iron reducing and steel 
works at Kirkland, a suburb of Seattle. The 
shares have been taken by a Washington com­ 
pany, which will be known as the Coos Bay 
Iron Company. They have a capital of 81,000,­ 
000. Among those at the head ot the great en­ 
terprise are General Russell A. Alger of Michi­ 
gan, Peter Kirk, a member of Kirk Brothers, the 
great English iron establishment under that 
name, and D. L. S. Hunt, Bailey Galzer, Edward 
Blewett, Jacob Furth and other prominent cap­ 
italists. Mr. Kirk is now East securiog ma­ 
chinery. and it is estimated that the complete 
plant will be upon the ground within six 
months. The concern will emplov 1,000 men 
The establishment ot this plant means the de­ 
velopment of the Snoqualmie aud other iron 
mines in this section of the State. 


DUDE MOLDERS. 
They Fooled the Strikers’ Pickets and 
T heir Em ployers. 
San F rancisco, May 28th.—The Risdon Iron 
Works added three more moldere to their staff last 
night. Half the new-comers' fares was paid by 
the Risdou and the balance by the Foundry- 
mcn's Association. The strikers have no faitn 
in the report of the addition at the Risdon, be­ 
cause they do not think that they could get in 
the city without the knowledge of their pickets. 
1 his was arranged, according to Superintend­ 
ent Moore, very neatly and in a manuer which 
would deceive almost anybody. The men an­ 
swered the advertisements of the fouudryinen 
in the Eastern papers, and all arrangements 
were made for their coming out. 
The striking molders were made aware of the 
coming of the recruits, so it is said, and. as 
usual, their pickets hoarded the train in 
which they were, some distance up the road. 
The men were elaborately dressed, and the last 
ones, perhaps, on the train who would have 
been taken for molders. They were interro­ 
gated, however, by the pickets, and professed 
surprise thaf they should be taken for such. 
Shortly after they were apnroached by a person 
sent up from the city by the foundrymen. To 
him also they denied themselves, pleading that 
he might be one of the strikers also. The 
foundij men’s agent was puzzled, but vesterday 
morning everything was made all right when 
the three men walked into the Risdou dressed 
iu their best suite of clothes. 
Mr. Moore said this morning that the foundry 
had already its fud complement of men, but he 
was desirous of obtaining a few more, as there 
was a big contract on hand. The Kisdon aud 
the Union Iron Worts have contracts for the 
machinery to he used in the construction of the 
branch California street cable road. This is 
oue of the largest jobs which has been let for 
sometime. There will be no less than 300 tons 
of castings, which will necessarily require a 
great number of men.

Vandever Introduces a Bill on the 
Irrigation of Arid Lands— 
Army Canteens.

AFTER TH E APACHES. 
How G eneral M iles Proposes to Stop In ­ 
dian D epredations. 
W ashington, May 28th.—Secretary Proctor 
this morning received a telegram from General 
Miles recommending that be be given authority 
to remove from the San Carlos Reservation to á 
place of safety the Indiansth&t are now making 
trouble; also, that he may remove peat eably- 
disposed Indians, who have for veare petitioned 
to be sent to Verde or McDowell; also, that the 
treaty with Mexico which allows the troops of 
each Government to cross the line while tn pur­ 
suit of savages be renewed. General Miles 
states that he proposes to organize two small aud 
effective commands to pursue cont nuously the 
Indian bands that are now out, but the com­ 
mands will be hampered unless they can pur­ 
sue the Indians into the mountain fas:nesses of 
Mexico. 
Secretary Proctor will consult Blaine about 
the renewal of the treaty, and the Quarter­ 
master-General and the Commissary-General 
about the other recommendations. He will 
then advise General Miles. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 
IN THE SENATE. 
W ashington, May 28th.—To-day, Sherman, 
from the Committee on Foreign Affairs, reported 
an amendment to the consular aud diplomatic 
appropriation bill, authorizing the Presideut to 
carry into effect the recommendation of the 
international conference by the appointment of 
three Commissioners to represent the United 
States in the Intercolonial Railway Association; 
also, to detail from the army and navy officers 
to serve as engineers under "such Commission, 
making a survey, and appropriating $65,000 as 
the share of the United etates of the expenses 
ot such Commission and survey. 
Stewart offered a resolution (agreed to) calling 
upon the Secretary of Agriculture for informa­ 
tion as to the use ot artesian wells and other 
water supplies from subterranean sources for 
irrigation. 
The Senate bill subjecting imported liquors to 
the laws of the several States was again taken 
up. Morgan made an argument against its con­ 
stitutionality. 
Faulkner expressed himself in favor of doing 
something, or of passing some bill that would 
relieve the situation which now confronted 
Congress. Speaking of the regulation ol the 
liquor traffic, he said he himself believed, as 
did the people of his State, that the high license 
system was the tiue method of dealing with the 
question. He had given notice of an amend­ 
ment somewhat similar to the substitute re­ 
ported by the Judiciary Committee. He criti­ 
cised the substitute, objecting, for instanee, to 
the use of the word "prohibition,” and sug­ 
gested that the object could be attained by the 
use of the word "regulation.” 
Wilson of Iowa did not agree with Faulkner, 
and argued in favor of the substitute. 
Pugh argued in favor of tbe bill, aud said its 
defeat would leave tbe States in a most serious 
predicament. 
Call expressed sympathy with the idea that 
the States had absolute control of the traffic in 
intoxicating liquor, and was willing to vote for 
almost any bill which would attain that end. 
Call yielded the floor to Allison, who presented 
the eonfeience rc|>ort on the army appropriation 
bill.Ingalls inquired what had been done in re­ 
gard to the Senate amendment prohibiting the 
sale of liquor at canteens. 
AUison said the provision should be modified 
to re'ad that no alcoholic liquors or beer or wine 
shall be sold or supplied to enlisted men in the 
army- at canteen or post-traders stores iu auv 
State or Territory in which the sale of alcoholic 
liquors, beer or wine, is prohibited by law. 
Replying to a question by Blair, Allison said 
the Senate conferees found it necessary to 
yield to the House conferees in the matter. 
There was quite a spirited debate on this 
point. Blair held that it is an entire surrender 
of the proposition. 
Allison said of course the provision applies 
only to the States and Territories where the 
prohibitory law prevails. The House conferees 
were unanimous in insisting that the Senate 
proviso should not remain iu the bill. 
Paddock said it is within the bounds to (state 
that nineteen-twentieths of the troops are sta­ 
tioned outside of the States and Territories 
where prohibitory laws are enforced. 
Allison said the Senate conferees did the best 
they could in the matter. 
Blair insisted that the language adopted was 
a substantial surrender of the Senate proviso, 
and that the army canteen will remain in sub­ 
stantially full force. He said either the control 
of the army, so far as the sale of intoxicating 
liquors are concerned, ought to be in the United 
States or it ought not. Congress ought either to 
say all soldiers shall have an opportunity of 
getting drunk or not. The proposition to leave 
the control of the question to local legislation 
seems indefensible, and so far as the Senate was 
concerned it would be more mauly to relinquish 
the whole thing absolutely rather than have it 
so mutilated. 
Allison withdrew his report and said he 
would call it up to-morrow. 
The House fortifications bill was reported 
with amendments and laid on the table. 
The conference report on the bill for a public 
building at Cedar Rapids was agreed to. 
Tbe consideration of the liquor bill was re­ 
sumed. Pearce criticised the arguments of some 
of the Democratic Seuators aud made an argu­ 
ment in support of the bill. 
Turpie said the Senate had no duty whatever 
to perform on this subject with res’pect to the 
shadowy, transparent, gauzy, essence or image 
of an essence that is called "moral sentiment 
behind prohibitory legislation.” He did not 
believe we had a denomination of small coin 
small enough to measure its value. 
After further debate the Senate adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE, 
W ashington, May 28th.—In the Honse to-day 
Vaux qualified as Randall’s successor. 
A bill was passed appropriating $125,000 for 
the establishment of a national military park at 
the battlefield of Chickamauga. 
A conference was ordered on the appropria­ 
tion bill. 
The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole on the river aud harbor bill. 
Pending the question a point of order was 
raised by McCreary against the clause prescrib­ 
ing penalties upon owners of bridges which ob­ 
struct navigation. The Chair overruled the 
point of order. 
Ou motion of Dunnell, the section declaring 
that it shall not be lawful to construct a 
bridge over any navigable waterway of the 
United States within the limits of a State with­ 
out obtaining the approval of the Secretary of 
War was stricken out. 
The committee then rose and rejiorted the 
bill to the House. 
Dockery moved to recommit the bill, with in­ 
structions that the Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors report it back with tbe Heunepiu Canal 
clause strikcn out. The motion was lost. The 
bill was theu passed without division. The 
House then adjourned until Monday. 


Fan Francisco PostotHcn. 
W ashington, May 28th.—The Attorney-Gen­ 
eral, Postmaster-General and Secretary of the 
Treasury were in conlerence to-dav an "hour ou 
the question ot a site for the San Francisco pub­ 
lic building, but were unable to reach a conclu­ 
sion aud an adjournment was taken to some 
day next week. It appears that the hitch is 
over securing a site with enough ground floor 
to accommodate the Postoflice and Sub-Treas­ 
ury aud at the same time have an eligible loca­ 
tion. Sixty-two thousand feet of ground floor 
is needed for these offices. The sites in eligible 
loc&tioDS are deficient in ground floor, while 
other sites have it. Congressman Morrow. 
Nathan K. Mastenaud the supervising architect 
were also present. This long adjournment is 
taken owing to parties interested going out of 
the city to spend Decoration Day. 
A rm y M atters. 
W ashington, May 2Sth.—The reduction of the 
commissioned force of the Adjutant-General’s, 
Quartermaster Generals and the Commissary- 
General’s departments and the increase of the 
Jtidge-Advocate General’s and Inspector-Gen­ 
eral s departments proposed by Secretary Proc 
tor are exciting lively discussion among staff 
officers, aud, as a consequence, theSecretarv 
and General Cutcheon, who introduced the bill, 
arc being flooded with communications for and 
against the measure. It isevideut that the Sec­ 
retary intends to push the bill, and he is to have 
the assistance ol General Cutcheon. who con­ 
templates giving public hearines before the 
House Military Committee to all those who wish 
to be heard ou the subject. 
G eneral Shifting About. 
W ashington, May 2Sth.—The Commissioner 
of the General Land Office bas decided upon a 
general shifting about of the special agents of 
hla bureau, his idea being that better service 
will be obtained by a change of scene for each 
of the 125 men io the field The transfer is to 
take effect on the 1st of June. All ol the men 
employed in the East will go to tbe West, while 
those on the I’acific coast and adjacent States 
and Territories will go East. The Commis­ 
sioner has an idea that money will be saved in 
the general results from the increased efficiency 
of the force of special agents.

W ashington, May 28th.—Secretary Blaine has 
decided not to goto Cle relaud to-night to at­ 
tend the Garfield memorial seivices ou Decora­ 
tion Day. ’1 he Attorney General will accom­ 
pany the President as tar a* Cleveland and will 
go on to Indianapolis.

OVERFLOWING RIVER. 
A nother Session of the R iver Convention 
tx> lie Called. 
As soon as Congress acts on the River 
and Harbor bill, says the Post, and it is 
definitely known how much can be ex­ 
pected this year for the improvement of 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers’ 
the River Convention which met in Sacra­ 
mento just after the fiooda of last winter, 
and which sent delegates on to Washing­ 
ton to urge large appropriations, will re­ 
assemble and decide upon a plan of cam­ 
paign to be followed at the coming session 
of the Legislature. The delegates have 
taken it for granted that Congress will do 
little this year for either water course, 
aside, perhaps, from making a small appro­ 
priation for a survey. This work will nat­ 
urally fall to the War Department, and the 
convention wants to adopt some measures 
to co-operate with the army officials in this 
regard. 
In the meantime the farmers who were 
flooded out last winter propose to protect 
themselves, and the convention is expected 
to hit upon some systematic scheme of 
river management which will be conformed 
to as far as possible by private land owners. 
The convention will also draw up a river 
bill providing for the management of the 
stream, which will have the united sup­ 
port of the river counties, and which the 
Legislature will be called upon to pass. 
This bill it is proposed to introduce on the 
first day of the session, and tfie people of 
the granger counties who were flooded out 
last winter are credited with a determina­ 
tion to get some relief. Preparations are 
already being made for the submission of 
plans for the river control and incidentally 
for river improvement.;

SCHOOL CENSUS TAKING. 
San Francisco is treating itself to an­ 
other surprise. Last year her school census 
returns showed a remarkable falling ofl' of 
children of school age. An investigation 
proved that the School Census Marshals 
lrad not only not discharged their duty, 
but had robbed the city in very many in­ 
stances, taking the old returns and doctor­ 
ing them to suit their purposes, and save 
their legs the wearisome walks involved 
in a house to house canvass. A new 
enumeration was had, and though great 
frauds were thus proven, the returns were 
still below the figuies of previous years. 
This year the farce is being repeated i 
Marshals are found outside of their beats, 
or loafing on their “time,” and the returns 
come in with showings of heavy losses in 
most of the districts. The press is much 
agitated over the matter, and not without 
rea.-on. So long as Marshals are chosen 
W ith an eye single to political rewards, or 
in payment for service to candidates or a 
party, there will be incompeteucy and 
venality in these offices of trust. The 
Marshals should be selected for their 
clerical competency, their integrity and 
their special fitness for the work in hand, 
and they should be under the control of, 
ami responsible to, but one official head. 
It is, however, in the case of Sau Fran­ 
cisco certainly true that the figures of com­ 
panion by which present apparent falling 
off is manifest were not correctly made— 
that is to say, the San Francisco returns of 
tome years ago were doctored to suit the 
purposes of those who needed a large 
popula'ion showing. Hut even with this 
fact taken into consideration, the falling 
of! of school children in 1S90 is altogether 
too great, for the population of the me­ 
tropolis has not declined, hut has aug­ 
mented, and if the school census returns 
show that there is retrogression, they are 
untrue. 
It is to be hoped that the spasm of in­ 
dignation that is now manifest in that city 
over this matter will not pass until the 
authorities have gone to the bottom of the 
rascality, and have demonstrated just 
where the fault resides. It has come to a 
pretty pass, indeed, if the chief city of 
the coast cannot take a census of her 
school children without missing the true 
enumeration of some thousands of chil­ 
dren. The distribution of the school 
funds provided by the State is made upon 
the basis of the school census ; if it be­ 
comes public conviction, however, that the 
method of taking it is irremediably weak 
and defective, the disposition of the next 
Legislature will be to reform the whole 
system of distribution, and possibly to set 
tip a scheme based upon returns of the 
actual attendance upon the schools.

T he Convention of Catholic societies in 
Wisconsin, now in session at Milwaukee, 
denounces the Bennett law with intense 
bitterness, and resolves to resist it to the 
last. W hat is this Bennett law, which so 
stirs the souls of certain religionists? 
Simply an enactment of the Legislature of 
the State of Wisconsin requiring that 
all schools claiming recognition under the 
laws of the State shall teach reading, 
writing, arithmetic and American history 
in the English language—only that, and 
nothing more. It is true that another 
provision requires that all children be­ 
tween certain ages must attend some 
school at least a given number of weel-s 
in each year unless physically unable to 
do so. To that jiortkm of the law there is 
little objection made, since both sides to 
the Wisconsin contest agree that children 
of certain ages should be placed iu schools 
of some kind. 
But the law recognizes 
that as a school only which teaches the 
English branches named. Because of this 
requirement the Lutherans, Catholics, and 
a band of fanatics who imagine that lib­ 
erty is license to do as they please, have 
united in denouncing the law as an inva­ 
sion of personal liberty, and the rights of 
the citizen. Sensible people will find in 
this ex ruse only a mask of antagonism to 
the school system, and the cloak of schem­ 
ing to throw the whole system of educa­ 
tion into the hands of priests and bigots. 
It will not succeed; even the allyship of 
the Democratic party of Wisconsin with 
the conspirators will not heip it on. The 
American school system will he preserved 
free from religion and priestcraft. 
Tin; General Assembly of the l’reshyte­ 
ñan Church, recently in session at Saratoga 
practically joins hands with the enemies 
of the common school system, when it re­ 
solves, as it has, that without the Bible in 
the school-room the education received is 
a cheat. The Convention thus expressed 
itself on Monday : 
JJeso.’m f, That we affirm the importance of our 
public schools to tbe welfare ol our people: that 
with intellectual cultivation must go moral 
training, or schools may prove a curse rather 
that a b’ess’ng. But this moral training must 
ho based on religion; otherwise its sanction will 
not be strong enough to grasp the conscience of 
the people or its utterances obligatory enough 
to shape their character; that as the Bible ia 
the sou-cc of the highest moral teaching, we 
regard its exclusion fiom public schools as a 
menace to the national welfare. 
If the premises be admitted for the sake 
of the argument, then come the questions: 
“ W hat Bible— the St. James version, the 
Douay or the Hebraic?” “Who shall be 
the interpreters of the reading—the Cath­ 
olic, Protestant or Jew ?” “W hat reli­ 
gion snail form the basis of the moral 
training referred to ?” The very essence 
of the matter is in the fact that the tolera­ 
tion of the American system will not j>er- 
m it the law to answer these questions, and 
hence it is that religion in any form must 
be kept apart from the school system.

Learned.

Despite the unsatisfactory result of the 
Coroner’s inquest and the police investiga­ 
tion into the mysterious murder of Ed­ 
ward Goodwin last Sunday morning near 
the beet-sugar factory, the mystery bids 
fair to be soon unraveled—if it is not al­ 
ready so. 
Goodwin with his dying breath told a 
remarkable story of the manner in which 
he came to his death, the truth of which 
was greatly doubted. The theory that he 
had been shot while engaged in some rob­ 
bery or attempted robbery gained ground, 
and when the inquest shed little, if any, 
light on the matter this theory was gener­ 
ally adopted as the correct one—Goodwin's 
story being looked upon as improbable. 
But singular as it may have appeared, it 
has now been established beyond a doubt 
that he did meet his death in just the man­ 
ner described by him, if circumstantial evi­ 
dence can be accepted. 
The Swede spoken of by Goodwin is the 
murderer, and the present indications are 
that he was one of the men whom the 
police captured Sunday afternoon, but sub­ 
sequently released because Goodwin— 
whether intentionally or otherwise—re­ 
fused to recognize him. 
THE RIGHT SORT OF OFFICIALS. 
Assistant District Attorney Alvin J. 
Bruner und Sheriff George C. McMullen 
had a consultation regarding the mystery 
yesterday morning, the result of which 
was a determination to start out and inves­ 
tigate every minute detail connected with 
the a If air, and, if possible, unravel it. Both 
were confident that considerable light 
could be thrown on the mysterv by such a 
course, and they resolved to leave no stone 
unturned. Subsequent events will show 
that their confidence was not misplaced. 
Two teams were securedand.accompanied 
by a representative of the R ecord U nion, 
the officials loft the Court-house shortly 
after noon for the scene of the tragedy 
The first thing to do was to find out who 
was the first persons or person on the 
scene after the shooting. 
Special officer Sullivan testified at the 
Coroner’s inquest that the 12 vear-old son 
of Dr. Forbes, of the Railroad Hospital, 
had seen ana talked with the dying man 
before any of the officers had arrived. 
Master Forbes, therefore, was the first 
individual to be interviewed. At his home 
it was learned that the lad was at school— 
the American river district school—so the 
teams were headed for that place. It was 
recess time when the party arrived and 
young Forbes had wandered down the east 
levee. His chum, “Pete” McIntyre, was 
there, however, and a brief conversation 
with him elicited the fact that he, too, had 
seen Goodwin before the police officers— 
none of which was developed at the in­ 
quest or by the police investigation on Sun­ 
day. “Pete” jumped into one of the bug­ 
gies and directed the party to where young 
Forbes was, and then the latter was taken 
aboard, and all hands drove over to the 
levee. 
THE FIRST PERSONS THERE. 
Master Forbes proved to be an unusually 
bright lad for his years, and the intelligent 
and ready manner in which he told the 
officers what he knew about the mysterious 
affair was refreshing. 
First he took the patty to a spot about 75 
yards west of the levee, close to a fence 
which runs at right angles with the levee, 
and stated that there was the first place he 
had seen Goodwin. 
"Well, how did you come to know that 
he was there?” asked Mr. Bruner. 
“Oh.” said the little fellow. “Mr. Burke, 
who lives near Mr. Burns’, where I am 
stopping, drove by Sunday morning, and I 
heard him tell Mr. Burns and Mr. Dolan— 
a g<#l':cinan who had been to see Mr. 
Burns about pasturing a colt—that he had 
seen a man down the road near the levee 
who had been shot, and that he thought 
the man was one of the chaingang who 
had escaped and had been shot by the po­ 
lice the night before. Mr. Burke said he 
was going in to inform the officers of it 
Mr. Dolan then said that he guessed he’d 
go down and see the man, and jumped in 
his cart and went with him. We found 
the man lying right here inside the 
fence. 
Mr. Dolan tied up his horse 
and looking through the fence said to the 
man. ’Well, Captain, what can I do for 
you?’ The man replied, ‘Oh, inform the 
officers: that's all.’ Mr. Dolan said he 
would, but wanted to see where he was 
hurt first. The man pulled up his shirt 
and showed us where he had been shot in 
the stomach. Dolan then asked who had 
shot him, but he would not tell, saying that 
he was too weak to talk. We then drove 
off, and 1 got out at Mr. Burns’ again. A 
little while after a gentleman named Mr. 
Dixon drove by on his way to the levee, 
where he had some stock. Pete and I told 
him about the man who had been shot, and 
he said he would go down and see him, as 
he might be able to help him. I got 
a bottle of water to give to the 
man who was shot and went down with 
Mr. Dix.m. We did not find the man 
where I had last seen him, but found him 
about fifty yards farther west, alongside of 
that old cabin over there. It seems that he 
had 
CRAWLED ON HIS HANDS AND KNEES 
To that place while we were gone. Mr. 
Dixon went up to him and asked him 
where he was hurt. The man replied, ‘Oh, 
never mind now. and I don’t want the offi­ 
cers informed of it either.' Mr. Dixon per­ 
sisted and finally was allowed to see the 
wound. He said" it was pretty bad, and 
then drove off to look after his stock, leav­ 
ing me there. I then handed the poor 
man the bottle of water, and he drank it 
greedily. 1 went to take the bottle back 
again, but he said, ‘For God's sake, boy, 
don t take the water away.’ He seemed to 
be kindly toward me for the water, and I 
thought I would ask him about bow begot 
shot. First he didn't want to. but when I 
told him I would not tell the officers, he 
consented. 
“He said he came up from San Francis­ 
co on Saturday as he needed rest. His 
name was Ed Goodwin. 
He had been 
working regularly, he said, but when I 
asked him where, he said, ’Never mind.’ 
He then went on to say that he went out 
to the levee Saturday evening to hide his 
blankets, so that they would be bandy in 
the morning when he wanted to strike out. 
As he placed the blankets in the brush 
near the railroad track, he noticed a man 
who he said was a Swede or a German, 
looking at him from the door of an empty 
box-car. He spoke to the man and the 
Swede said those are pretty good blankets 
that Goodwin had hidden. 
THE BOYS KNEW THE SWEDE. 
"I then asked Goodwin,” continued 
Master Forbes, “what kind a looking fel­ 
low the Swede was, and he said he was a 
heavy-set man, about five feet ten inches, 
and weighed about 180 pounds; wore a 
black mustache and black hair. 
“As soon as he told me this, I remem­ 
bered right away that I had seen that same 
Swede several times around the levee dur­ 
ing the last week, and Pete and I both had 
talked with him.” 
Sherifl, District Attorney and reporter all 
pricked up their ears at this. This was 
really the first genuine clew found since 
the police let the two suspects go Sunday 
afternooD. The Swede had been branded 
as a tuyth, but now he was a reality. 
“Yes." resumed the little lad, “Pete and 
I saw him several times and —” 
“Now let's keep the story straight,” in­ 
terrupted Mr. Bruner, “finish up about 
what Goodwin told you first, and then 
we ll talk about the Swede." 
"All right. Well, Goodwin said that at 
about 8 o'clock Sunday morning he re­ 
turned for his blankets, but they were 
gone. He then went over to the box-car 
where the Swede was the night before, and 
found him there with another man, who 
was cooking something on a stove they had 
r¡gged up. He accused the Swede of taking 
his"blankets. The Swede said he didn't, 
and said the river most have come up and 
floated them off. Goodwin then said that 
that wouldn't go, and then the Swede com­ 
menced calling him names and telling him 
to 
go bite 
the 
dust and 
other 
things like that. 
Goodwin said he 
then 
a £rab 
foT tbe Swede 
but a s' soon as he got hold of him the 
Swede pulled a small hand bellows out of 
his pocket and blew red pepper into his 
eves. I know that this must be true, be­ 
cause wuen I saw Goodwin his eyes were 
full of red pepper. The police officers also 
saw that, for Mr. Sullivan wiped some of it 
0Í“Well, Goodwin said that while he was 
trying to rub tbe pepper out of his eye— 
you know he was blind in one of them— 
the Swede got down on! of the cat and 


started to run 
ran after him, but the Swede gained on 
him. All of a sudden the Swede turned 
around and polling a pistol fired five shots 
at him. Either the third or fourth, he said, 
struck iiim in the stomach. Another hit 
him on the head, and another whizzed past 
his ear. That’s all he told me.” 
DESCRIPTION OF THE ItURDEEEB. 
“Now, my little friend,” said Sherifl 
McMnllen, “go ahead and tell us every­ 
thing you know about that Swede.” 
“Yes, sir,” replied the little man, cheer­ 
fully. “Pete here saw him before I did, 
and he can tell you about him, too. I first 
saw him a week ago Tuesday. Pete and I 
had been out picking blackberries. We 
were crossing the Italian strawberry patch 
over yonder, on oar way home, when we 
saw the Swede walking through the patch. 
I asked Pete who he was, but he said he 
didn’t know, except that he was a tramp 
who had been living over in the box cars. 
Then the Swede walked up to me and 
said: ‘Where have you been, Bab?’ I 
told him out blackberrying, and he asked if 
we got any. I said no. Then he said, just 
as if he owned the place: ‘Well, go right 
in and help yourself to strawberries; 
there’s nothing like helping yourself.’ I 
thought he had a gall to tell us to—” 
“Tell us, now, just wbat that man looked 
like,” interrupted the Assistant District 
Attorney. 
“ Well", sir, as I said before, he was very 
dark. His hair was black and so was his 
mustache. His mustache was not so heavy 
as Mr. Bruner's, and stuck out straight on 
the ends—it did not droop. He had a kind 
of surly look about him. He wore red- 
flauuei underclothes—drawers and shirt. 
We could see that he had on red under­ 
drawers, because the tops of them stuck out 
of his pants at the waist. He wore dark 
pants, fastened at the waist with a strap. 
He was built something like the Sheriff 
here. 
He wore" an old cocked-up 
dicer hat, a square-linked brass chain and 
canvas shoes. At another time that I saw 
him, though, he had boots on. He looked 
as though he had not been shaved for 
about ten days. I saw him several times 
afterwards sitting with his legs hanging 
out of the car where he lived, and talked 
with him once or twice. 
I asked him 
where he was from and he said he had 
been up in the snow in the mountains 
during winter. He said, too, that he once 
worked on William Curtis’ ranch on the 
lower Stockton road, and intended to work 
on Mr. Curtis’ header this year again. He 
said he might go to work there this week. 
He never told me his name.” 
THE SWEDE’S COMPANION. . 
“You spoke of Goodwin having told you 
that there was another man with "the 
Swede when he went back for his blankets 
—did» you ever see him ?” asked the 
Recobd-Union reporter. 
“Y'es, I saw him once,” said the lad. “I 
wasstending on the levee one day when 
all of a sudden I noticed a man who had 
nothing on but a Dair of pants crawling 
through a clump of thistles on his hands 
and knees. I wondered how he could go 
through the thistles with nothing on his 
back. Then he rose np to his feet, like an 
Indian, and looked about in a strange 
way. I had a good look at him and would 
know him again. When Goodwin de­ 
scribed him I knew it was him in a min­ 
ute.“He was very tall and slim—as tall as 
Mr. Bruner. I think he was about 27 years 
old, while the Swede was abont 38 or 40. 
He was light-complexioned and had high 
cheek bones. He did not look like a for­ 
eigner. He wore a stubby, sandy, mus­ 
tache. 
“After he stood there a while he went 
into the car, where the Swede was. I 
never saw him after that.” 
Peter McIntyre, the Forbes bov's chum, 
told the officials that he first saw the Swede 
several dayB before young Forbes saw him. 
The Swede always wanted to hold “Pete’s” 
boise for him, but the lad was suspicious 
of him and declined. He never saw the 
other man. His description of the Swede 
tallied exactly with that given bv young 
Forbes. 
............... 
After this the party went over to the rail­ 
road track and the boys pointed out the car in 
which the Swede and his companion were 
seen. A close inspection of the place left no 
donbt that somebody had been living there. 
In one corner of the car was a sort of make­ 
shift stove, full of ashes, and a bundle of 
straw in another corner indicated where 
they had slept. 
In kicking over the rubbish another bit 
of evidence was found, which goes to bear 
out Goodwin’s story. It was a copv of the 
San Francisco Report of one of the early 
editions, dated Saturday, May 24th—the 
day Goodwin came from San Francisco to 
Sacramento. 
Scattered about the ground underneath 
and around the car, were found a quantity 
of empty oyster cans, eggshells, salt, butter 
and other articles—which may satisfy some 
of the farmers living in that neighborhood

as to where their wares having been going 
to so mysteriously during the past two 
weeks. 
OTHER WITNESSES. 
The boys were then taken home, and 
the officials and the reporter started after 
the other persons mentioned by the boys 
as having spoken with Goodwin before the 
police officers arrived. 
Isaac Burke’s ranch, which is several 
miles from the scene of the murder, was 
driven to and the owntr consulted. Mr. 
Burke said he was driving westward from 
the levee Sunday morning, when he heard 
a voice hailing him. Looking about, he 
saw a man lying against the fence. He 
asked him what was the matter, and the 
man replied that he had been thot, and 
wanted the police informed. 
Mr. Burke said he drove in to the Sher­ 
iff's office and notified them of the shoot­ 
ing. In passing Burns’ place he also told 
Mr. Burns of it. 
He did 
not question 
the 
man 
as to how or by whom he was 
shot because he supposed it was the 
man whom the police shot at Saturday 
night while escaping from the chain-gang. 
A colored boy, wbo is in Mr. Burke’s 
employ and who was with him at the time, 
corroborated this. 
Mr. Burns was next seen. He said he 
had seen the Swede and his companion 
several times prowling about the railroad 
track, and would know them again if he 
saw them. He gave a description of them, 
which tallied exactly with that given by 
the boys. 
CLEARING IT UP. 
The Sheriff and District Attorney now 
held another consultation. ItwasgettiDg 
well on toward evening, and they did not 
like to postpone further investigation for 
several reasons. They went over all the 
statements already taken and digested it 
thoroughly. 
The statement made by the 
Swede to the Forbes boy, to the effect that 
he bad worked for Curtis, and intended 
working there agaiD, was looked on as the 
most important clew hit upon by which to 
trace the murderer. So the horses’ heads 
were turned toward Curtis.’ 
It was a long ride out the J street road 
and down the lower Stockton road.

There was a lively meeting of the Re­ 
publican County Central Committee last 
night. It would not have been so lively 
but for the fa».’* that there were several out­ 
siders present. The meeting was called to 
determine wheth er or not the Committee 
should indorse, formally, the action of a 
majority ot the members, acting individu­ 
ally, in recommending a gentleman named 
Blum, for the position o f Superintendent 
of Construction of the proposed Govern­ 
ment building, owing to a movement by 
certain labor organizations in behalf of 
James Seadler, an architect. 
There w^re present, of the committee: 
C. L. White (Chairman), A. R. Conkling 
(Secretary), M. Hornlein, D. Gilüs, E. I. 
Robinson, P. E. Platt, J. J. Campbell, J. 
Heyman, Thomas Lovdall and J. F, Cav­ 
anaugh. 
ChairmaD White explained the situation, 
after which Mr. Sanborn, President of the 
Council of Federated Trades, made a 
speech, declaring that Mr. Blum had been 
a citizen only a few weeks, etc., and ex­ 
tolling the abilities of Mr. Seadler. 
Mr, White asked him how long Mr. 
Seadler had been a citizen, and whether or 
not the Federated Trades made citizen­ 
ship a test of a man's qualification for 
membership. 
As to the first query, Mr. Sanborn could 
not answer, and and as to the latter he re­ 
plied that it did not. 
Elwood Bruner here entered and par­ 
ticipated in the discussion. He severely 
criticised what he said was Mr. White’s ir­ 
regular and unfair method of securing the 
indorsement of Mr. Blum, to which the 
Chairman of the Committee replied that 
Mr. Bruner deliberately misrepresented 
him.Some further reference being made by 
non-members of the committee to Mr. 
Blum's alleged receut citizenship—Mr. 
Sanborn saying that he had taken steps to 
become a citizen only afier he saw a fat 
Government position in reach—Mr. White 
said that Mr. Blum took out his 
first papers in 1883, but they were 
destroyed in a tire in Los Angeles, and in­ 
stead of getting a certified copy thereof he 
had simply made the mistake of again 
taking out new papers. No member ol the 
committee, he said, bad been deceived, as 
it was understood the recommendation 
would not be sent on unless signed by a 
majority of the committee. 
Mr. White then asked for an explana­ 
tion of the affair in 1884 when the City 
Board of Education dismissed Mr. Seadler 
as the architect of a school building on the 
alleged ground that he had made changes 
in pluus and specifications that materially 
affected the cost of the work. 
Mr. Seadler here arose and gave his story 
of the affair, the facts of which are familiar 
to the reading public. He claimed that he 
had done nothing wrong in the matter, and 
intimated that some members of the Board 
were corrupt and went against him with­ 
out good cause. 
Mr. White said that as Mr. Blnm, a Ger­ 
man, had taken out his citizenship papers 
in 1S83, and Mr. Seadler, a Swiss, had not 
taken his out until 1886; and as tbe former 
was a graduate of one of the best colleges 
of architecture in Europe, and had not 
been connected with jobbery, he conld not 
see wherein Mr. Seadler had as strong 
claims upon the Republican party as the 
former. He did not think it right to throw 
Mr. Blum overboard because asked to doso 
by some friends of Mr. Seadler. 
One of the outsiders, a Mr. Jost, then 
made a speech to the committee, claiming 
that the public had to look to the poor 
workingmen, instead of the politicians. 
The committee then went into executive 
session, and, by a vote of 11 to 2, rescinded 
the indorsement of Mr. Blum, and by a 
vote of 9 to 4 indorsed Mr. Seadler, those 
votiDg no being Messrs. Conkling, White, 
Robinson and Cavanaugh. 
E. I. Robinson, A. R. Conkling, and one 
or two other members of the committee, 
refused to sign the indorsement of Seadler, 
as requested by the latter’s friends. 
Mr. Conkling—who was a member ot 
the Board of Education at the time that 
body and Mr. Seadler had the falling-ont 
referred to—said he voted against recom­ 
mending the latter “for reasons known to 
himself.” 
Mr. Robinson offered to bet $5 that Sead­ 
ler would never receive the appointment. 
There was a great deal of feeling dis­ 
played after the adjournment as well as 
during the session by the partisans of. the 
two candidates.

RATES W IL L ADVANCE. 


W este rn R a ilro a d t resid en ts Com e to an 
A g reem en t. 
Chicago, May 2$lh.—Every line in the old 
Western .-lates and the present trans-Missouri 
associations has signed a cast iron agreement to 
advance passenger rates on ten nays’ notice, 
’ih e last signature was that ol President Oakes, 
of the N onhem Pacific, who signed lor the tVis 
consiu Central. The preceding signature was 
that oí President Miller, of the St. Paul. Both 
gentlemen are in New York, and their signa­ 
tures completed the first unanimous agreement 
obtained in six mouths looking to an advance 
in rates. 
In furtherance of the agreement, a meeting 
has been called for to-morrow afternoon, when 
an agreement will be made officially and proper 
notices ol advances in rates given to ihe Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission. Tne agreement 
contains tne following: 
First—jh a t the agreement shall be effective 
and binding on honor when signed by all the 
roads interested. 
Second—That passenger rates shall be ad­ 
vanced to toe basis in effect December 31,18S9 
Third—Tbat the road’s signature shall be 
deemed an uffitmative vote in the meeting 
called to act on the agreement. 
The agreement was dictated by Vice-Presi­ 
dent Newman of the Northwestern, and tbe 
heavy work was done by J. F. Goddard, who on 
Saturday night lavs down the Vice-Presidency 
of the Atchison, it was be who to-day person­ 
ally secured tbe signatures of Presideuts Miller 
anu Oakes 
Tbe personal solicitation was all 
done by Mr. Goddard, lor tbe reason that his 
influence is admittedly greater among his 
brother officers than any otner Western lailroad 
official. 
Alter tbe restoration of rates the 
Western States' l’asseuger Association will be 
immediately reorganized. 


PA C IFIC M AIL. 


F in a n cia l Condition of th e C om pany— 
G ould's A nnual R ep o rt. 
New Yoke. May 2Stli.—The annual meeting 
of Pacific Mail occurred to-day. The report sub­ 
mitted shows net earnings of 82,lu2, alter de­ 
ducting extraordinary expenditures of 8251,403 
for repairs on steamers City of New Y’ork aud 
City of Sydney. The business ol the Atlantic 
and Chinn lines shows a falling off in compari­ 
son with last year, waich is more than otLet by 
gains on the Panama line aud a reduction in 
the expenses, so that the net earnings exceed 
those oi last year by 8155. The cost ol the steam­ 
ship China, *8i26,00o, has been met entirely from 
earnings, and she lias proved a valuable addi­ 
tion to the fleet, having broke the trans-Pacific 
record both ways. The steamship Barracouta, 
built in Glaseo» in :SS3, which was purchased 
in London at'u cost of 8140,000 and delivered at 
Panama, could not be duplicated now lor twice 
what she cost. The company has cash ou hand 
of 8234.604 after meeting these outlays. 
President George J. Gould in his report fur­ 
ther says: “ In January last 1 negotiated a con­ 
tract with the Northern Pacific Kail way Com­ 
pany to run a moutnly line between Tacoma 
and Japan and China. 
More advantageous 
divisions of the revenue ou through traffic via 
the Northern Pacific Rai.way, on the basis of 
last year's business, would have given the Pa- 
clfic Mail Steamship Company 830,000 more net 
revenue than it received, aud the lower price 
at which it could have bcea obtained at Ta­ 
coma, compared with what we paid at San 
Francisco would have saved an additional 
$10,009, a total saving to the company of *60,100. 
In addition to the above the city of Tacoma 
offered this company title to a valuable water­ 
front if we would m aintain a line for one year. 
This contract would have eliminated Northern 
Pacific sailing ships as competitors in the China 
trade. 1 regret that certaiu railroad influences 
in our Board prevented the confirmation of the 
contract. 
“Our relations with the Occidental and Ori­ 
ental Steamship Company, which is owned hy 
thc Central Pacific aud Union Pacific Railroad 
Companies, have oeeu somewhat strained. Un­ 
der recent arrangements joint agencies arc 
m aintained at Yokahama and Hongkong, this 
company and the Occidental and Oriental 
Steamship Company sharing equally in the ex­ 
penses ol said agt ncies. The figures of past 
years, however, sho»' that the Occidental and 
Oriental Steamship Company’s boats have car­ 
ried nearly tn e third more cargo than this 
company's ship-, slthough your steamers have 
not come fully loaded. 1 recommend that the 
trans-Pacific business be pooled or, failing in 
this, that separate agencies be established in 
the interest ol the Pacific Mail.''

May 28th.—Ih e Convention of 
German Catholic societies this raorniDg adopted 
additional resolutions: Declaring tbat it was 
the sense ol the Convention that the Bennett 
law and the spread or the fraternal spirit in leg­ 
islation in hinges upon our consciences, aud it 
would be wroug to our children not to take an 
active part in oppos ng suqh measures.
